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PLAN FAVORED 
BY MINISTERS 


Wish to Aid Those Addicted 
to the Use of 
Drugs. 


The religious charities of the city 
heartily favor the suggestions of War- 
dén Evans and others in regard to the 
apprehension and treatment of those 
within the city addicted to the use of 
narcotic drugs. In fact, much interest 
has been aroused in regard to the mat- 
ter, and it is thought that speedy steps 
will be taken for the immediate reliefs 
of the sufferers. The Methodist, Bap- 
tist and Presbyterian churches through 
the heads of their charities have ex- 
pressed their hearty indorsement of 
any movement that may be taken to- 
ward this end. 

Dr. Broughton was especially enthusi- 
astic. He said, “My heart is made to 
bleed by the piteous need of these 
wretched sufferers. I believe that their 
mumber is not so great as some be- 
lieve, but their condition is very, 
wretched. The fact that their number 
is comparatively small only makes it 
more markedly the duty of the people 
of Atlanta to render them immediate 
aid. Nor do I believe that the churches 
should fail to take a prominent stand 
in the matter. It is their province. If 
they do not enter in as churches they 
should at least heartily second any 
move taken by private or municipal 
charities.” 

Dr. Holderby, of the Presbyterian 
hospital, and Dr. Eakes, of the Wesley 
Monumental, were also very anxious 
that something be done at once. Dr. 
Holderby said that if the matter was 
taken in hand by private or public 
‘charities the churches should throw 
the weight of their influence in its 
favor. He stressed the fact that it is 
absolutely necessary that a separate 
place be provided for the treatment of 
the inebriates and dope eaters. 

Dr. Eakes was strongly in favor of 
the proposition made by Warden 
Evans that council act upon the mat- 
ter, and that public subscription sup- 
plement their appropriation. 

Certain prominent physicians of the 
city are formulating, plans looking to 
the work, proposing that the treatment 
of those utterly unable to pay be made 
possible by the charities of the city, 
while those able to pay in part be 
treated at a very low cost.

SON MURDERED 
TO SHE MOTHE 
Procured Double Killing 
Stop Father's Elopemert. 


YOUNG WIDOW WAS VICTIM

Father Was Infatuated With Wo- 
man, and Former’s Son Had Her 
Killed to Save His Mother 
From Scandal That Was 
Threatened.

Millerton, La., September §.—The mys- 
tery surrounding the murder, two weeks 
ago, of Mrs. Lennie Bond, a comely 
young widow, and her 5-year-old son, by 
a load of buckshot, fired through a win- 
dow into the bed in which they slept, has 
been dissipated. It is declared that Ben- 
jamin Baucum, 20 years old, son of Dr. 
James Baucum, a prominent physician, 
employed Green Cooper, a negro, to kill 
the woman, who was 35, upon being un- 
able to persuade his father not to elope 


with her. 
Unwritten Law Applied. 
The assassination is said to-have been 


anew application of the unwritten law: 
that young Baucum planned the deed in 
order to save his aged mother from dis- 
grace. Dr. Baucum has six children. 
Benjamin, the eldest, learned that his 
father, whose infatuation for the pretty 
widow was a common scandal, had mort- 
gaged all of his property and intended 
to desert his family. 

The son pleaded with his father not to 
bring disgrace upon the family and ruin 
his career, but Dr. Baucum was so mad- 
ly in love that he declined to give up his 
passion, commanding his son to keep si- 
lent about the proposed flight, 

Son Made Desperate. 

The boy, driven to desperation, con- 
cluded that the solution of the trouble 
lay in killing Mrs. Bond. It is said that 
he paid the negro $50 for his work. It 
was intended to spare the child, but the 
little fellow lay between his mother and 
the window, and a score of buckshot 
passed through his body and thence into 
the body of his mother. 

No charges have as yet been filed 
against Dr. Baucum, but public senti- 
ment is against the father rather than 
the son, the people holding that if Dr. 
Baucum had not been driven by an in- 
sane passion, his son would not have 
been called upon to slay. Intense feel- 
ing exists against the negro, and in the 
present excited condition of the people 
fear for the prisoner’s safety is express- 
ed. Both young Baucum and Cooper 
have been indicted and are in jail at 
Homer, having been denied bail. It Is 
expected that their preliminary trial will 
be held this week.

“This shaft was erected by 
of New York to honor the memory of 
William McKinley, twenty-fifth president 
of the United States of America. 

“William McKinley was born at Niles, 
Ohio, January 29. 1843. 

“Was enlisted in Twenty-third Ohio 
volunteers June 11, 1861, as private and 
mustered out July 26, 1865, as major by 
for gallantry under fire. 

“Wiliiam McKinley was elected to con- 
eress as a representative of Ohio in 
1876 1878, 1880, 1882, 1884, | 88s. 
“Was elected governor of Ohio in 189! 
and 1894 and president of the United 
States in 1896 and 1900. 

“William Mckinley died 
September |4, 190!. 

“Victim of a treacherous assassin, who 
ehot the president as he was extending 
to him the hand of courtesy.’’ 

The monument was built under the di- 
rection of a commission composed of E. 
H. Butler dnd George E. Matthews, of 
Buffalo; John G. Millburn, of New York, 
formerly of Buffalo, and at whose home 
President McKinley died, and E. A. Cur- 
tis, of Fredonia. 

Today sees an-.end to their work when 
Chairman Butler formally handed over 
to Governor Hughes a work complete in 
every detail and of rare art and beauty.

“Not a of Size of a 
toothpick the present vessel is from 
the Old Ironsides of 1812, in which was 
put very little of the wood of the Old 
Ironsides. As for the Claim that Bos- 
ton should keep the Constitution it is 
alt rot. What Boston needs to do if she 
wants to keep the boat, is to pay back to 
congress the $120,000 which that body 
paid out for the fixing up of the boat.

TAYLOR BIDDEN 
TO KENTUCKY 


Another Invitation to Goebe 
. Fugitive, With Promise 
of Immunity, 


Louisville, September 5.—Robert Ll. 
Stout, of Verasilles, judge of the four- 
teenth judicial district, in which the 
Goebel murder was committed seven 
years ago, gave vut a statement today, 
declaring. that te alone is authorized 
to grant immunity to W.  S. Taylor, 
fugitive ex-governor, if Taylor will re- 
turn to Kentucky to testify 
Powers case. 

“Taylor was correct when he gave 
out the statement in {Indianapolis that 
neither governor Beckham nor Com- 
monwealth’s Attorney Robert Franklin 
has any authority to grant him im- 
munity from arrest,’ said Judge Stout. 

“To be sure the governor could par- 
don him outright, but he is powerless 
to grant immunity from arrest unless 
he does issue a full pardon. Mr. Frank- 
lin is powerless to enter a promise of 
immunity. 

“The bench warrant for Taylor’s ar- 
rest was issued from the Franklin cir- 
cuit court and is returnable there and 
there only. I have made no statement 
heretofore as to what I would do, but

OPEN MONDAY 


Record Breaking Attendance 
Is Looked for In the 
Public Schools, 


When 
open Monday morning there will be a 


the public schools of Atlanta 


rush of pupils to the various grades of 
the twenty-seven white grammar schools 
in the city as well as to the six negro 
graded 
initial day within the history of Atlan- 
ta’s educational work. 

_And the two high schools will present 
the same conditions. 

Since the last scholastic year two 
grammar schools have been added tv 
the system of public schools which have 
brought distinction to Atlanta as an edu- 
cational center. One of the new schools, 
located on North avenue and Hunt street, 
and recorded as the North avenue school, 
will open its doors for the first time 
Monday. The building, new and practi- 
cally completed, shows the desire—the 
anxiety of the board of education to give 
the pupils of that section of the city 
every possible sanitary condition. dn its 
construction the faults which have been 
found with some of the older buildings, 
have been eliminated. An abundance of 
light and plenty of ventilation have been 
secured. With the current school year, 
however, the North avenue school will 
be one of four grades only. Of the 
North avenue school, Miss Ella Smillie, 
one of the best and most successful 
teachers in the Atlanta public schoo! 
system, is in charge. Within a short 
time, possibly before the present year 
ends, the school may find itself with 
more grades. 

The other new school hag been chris- 
tened the W. M. Slaton school, so as to 
commemorate the Atlanta educator who 
was so long at the head of the city edu- 
cational system, and ig near Grant 
park. The new ‘building is at Grant and 
Pavillion streets, and like its companion, 
the North avenue school, it will open 
with four grades. Like the other school, 
too, it may with ease be augmented and 
like the North avenue school, special at- 
tention to health of the pupils and teach- 
ers has been shown in its construction. 

Then there’s the night school in the 

eastern section of the city, near the EI- 
sas-May mills. Last year that school 
was most liberally attended—the attend- 
ance being a source not only of pleasure, 
but of surprise to the members of the 
board of education. Three nights each 
week the school is open and last year 
s0 crowded was it that the board was 
convinced that there would have been 
a crowded attendance every evening 
could a division of the pupils have been 
arranged. There is no definite assign- 
ment of teachers to the school. It is 
supplied each evening by one of the su- 
pernumerary teacherg on the superin- 
tendepent’s roll, and it is anything but 
an easy task these teachers have. 
The enrollment in the two high schools, 
the twenty-five grammar schools and the 
six negro schools last year aggregated 
15,988. With the end of the year the 
graduates of the two high schools and 
the pupils in the other schools decreased 
those figures by the actual count of 
those who went out and those who will 
not return. But at present there is no 
possible means of ascertaining the exact 
number of “those who will not return.” 
It is safe, however, to say that more 
new faces will appear when school opens 
Monday morning than “old faces will 
disappear.’ During the summer months 
Superintendent W. M. Slaton and Assjst- 
ant Superintedent Landrum have issued 
cards of admission to pupils. While some 
of these cards—a decided few—indicated 
a transfer from one school to another, 
the great bulk, in fact, within a fraction 
of all, were given pupils who will for the 
first time enter the Atlanta public schools 
Monday. The last ticket of admission 
to the schools yesterday was numbered 
3,480. 

There wasn't anything like thirty-four 
hundred pupils who carried their books 
from the public school rooms for the 
last time on the closing day last year. 

While Superintendent Slaton declines 
to retrospect, just as emphatically he re- 
fuses to anticipate. 

‘All we can say,” is his reply to ques- 
tions, “is that we have issued 3,480 tick- 
ets for admission. Some few of those 
are in the nature of transfers from one 
school to another.

“There is one phase of the cotton con- 
sumption which I believe has never been 
fully taken into account. Every year 
more cotton and less silk goes into silk 
'fabrics, and less wool and more cotton 
is found in woolen clothing. Such facts 
'do not appear in the manufacturers’ ad- 
i'vertisements. The mixing is done in the 
privacy of the carding rooms, to which 
|rooms the statisticians have no access. 
This secret consumption of cotton ig ap- 
parent only in the unexplained short- 
uge of the visible supply. All this cot- 
ton growers should know. The bankers, 
i|merchants and other creditors of the cot- 
'ton growers should, so far ax it is possi- 
‘ible, cooperate to hold the cotton in the 
control of the south. It tnay strain the 
local money market for a ‘season, but in 
the end it will enormously benefit all 
trades and all classes and make us mas- 
ters of the New York sambling pits. 
“Kor forty years tie south has pulled 
a laboring oar against the tide of debt 
and prejudice. In our hands we now 
hold the most powerful commercial 
weapon tn the world. The hour of tri- 
umph is at hand. United action will 
bring $50,000,000 to the cotton states 
within a hundred days. The Consti- 
tution, with its immense circulation 
through the cotton states, should lead 
the campaign.”

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NARCOTIC TAW 
IS INTERPRETED 


May be Prescribed for Habit- 
ual Users, Say Attorney 
General. 


Attorney General Hart yesterday, in 
an unofficial letter to a prominent 
physician, held that a physician has 
the right, under the Whitley anti- 
narcotic law, to prescribe narcotics to 
habitual users, not heretofore his pa- 
tients, provided he sign his name to 
the prescription, and also write thereon 
for whom it was prescribed. In a long 
letter he explains that it was not the 
intent of the law to add additional 
suffering to the already unfortunate 
class whom this law reaches most di- 
rectly, but to apply to those druggists 
and physicians who would “engage in 
the business of sale and prescription 
to the unfortunate class purely for the 
sake of money.” His letter in full is 
as follows: 

Dr. Dear Sir--I beg to acknow!l- 
edge your recent letter wherein you pro- 
pound several questions relative to the act 
of the general assembly approved August 22, 
1907, entitled ‘‘An act to provide against the 
evil resulting from the traffic of certain 
Narcotic drugs and to regulate the 
thereof.’’ 

As a preface to answering your inquiries 
permit me first to say that I do not write 
in my official capacity, for I have no au- 
thority to render official opinions _in. this 
way. My reason, therefore, for writing at 
all is, I am due you the courtesy of a reply 
anti because an unreasonable and too rigor- 
ous construction of the law to which you 
refer would amount to ctTuelties extending 
literally to death of many habituates amongst 
this unfortunate class of humanity. I am 
informed that persons once addicted to that 
habit and suddenly deprived of the use of 
the drug suffer in consequence the tortures 
of the damned. 

The legislature,

as shown by the title of 
the act, had no purpose to add additional 
suffering or to sink to further depths of 
misery this unfortunate class, but the act is 
aimed at the druggist or the physician who 
would engage in the business of sale anc 
prescription purely for money to the unfortu- 
nate class. The aim of the act is to make 
criminal a sale of this drug by those who, 
purely for the sake of money, would destroy 
Physically, mentally and morally his fellow 
man. The law should be construed strictly 
and enforced rigidly against such criminals, 
if there be any. 


On the ether hand, I do not see, after care- | 


| 


fully reading the law there is any inhibition 
on.the part of the physician in good faith 
furnishing even to @ habitual user of nar- 
cotic drugs, who is ender his professional 
care, if the same is necessary for the treat- 
ment of such patient. .« quote from that act, 
“provided, however, that the provisions of 
this eection #hal] not be construed to pre- 
vent any lawfully authorized practitioner of 
medicine from furnishing or prescribing in 
good faith for the use of any habitual user 
of narcotic drugs who is uncer his profes- 
gional care, such substances as he may deem 
necessary for their treatment and such pre- 
scriptions are not given or substances fur- 
mished for the purpose of evading the pro- 
visions of this act.’’ 

It will be observed, therefore, that the effi- 
cacy of this law depends almost entirely 
upon the integrity of our physicians, and it 
is hardly anything more or less than an 
appeal to the heart and conscience of that 
noble profession. The physician who would 
abuse it should be professionally ostracised 
and prosecuted as a criminal in the courts 
of the country. 

Answering therefore 
cally: 

1. May a physicien furnish to his patient 
marcotic drugs mentioned in the act? He 
may do so when néct¢ssary for the treatment 
of such patient. 

2. May he prescribe this drug to a habitual 
ueer not heretofore his patient, and would 
the druggist be authorized ‘to fill the same? 
He in good faith may prescribe in writing, 
signing the same and the druggist will be 
authorized to fill the prescription. 

$. May a physician who also owns a drug 
store prescribe for a patient and fill the same 
at his own drug store? He may do so if done 
in good faith, but the prescription should be 
signed by him as a physivian, dating it and 
neming the person for whom prescribed.

At the office of the Southeastern Pas- 
| Senger Association, where the clerks 
are closeted, it was stated that they 
were still engaged -in working out the 
winter rates. 

A prominent ticket agent stated, how- 
(|éver, that he thought his road would be 
able to piit on these through rates on 
Monday as they would probably be 
made out during the latter part of 
the week. 

Up to this time. however, no road 
in the state is selling tickets ‘beyond its 
own lines and all passengers passing 
from One system to another are com- 
pelled to leave the train, no matter 
if the coach {s going through, to pur- 
chase a ticket over the new line and 
have their trunks rechecked, often miss- 
ing a train, 

All passengers who are remaining on 
the trains and paying cash fares are 
compelled to pay the old rate of three 
cents a mile, which is’ allowable when 
tickets are not purchased 
tion. 

The railroad commission continues to 
be flooded with protests by the railroads 
for having to put into effect these rates, 
but up to date no formal protest has 
yet been filed with the railroad com- 
mission against any road failing to 
comply with the letter of the law. 

The fare to Chattanooga over the 
ftate road is still a mooted question 
as no one has attempted to test it.

Battleships Wil Go to Phi lip- 
pines And Return Via Suez 


NEW FLEET FOR ATLANTIC 


Roosevelt Has Ordered Mobilization 
of Another Fleet to Replace 
That Which Will Soon 
Start on Globe-Cir- 
cling Cruise. 


Berlin, September 6.—A _ special dis- 
patch from Shanghai says that the 
United States has taken a five years’ 
lease of Norvik bay south of Vladi- 
vostok®and has also leased for next 
winter &he floating dry dock at Vladi- 
vostok. 


New York, September 5.—Some inter- 
esting information bearing on the dis- 
patch of Admiral Evans’ battleship 
fleet to the Pacific is published today 

The administration, it is stated, does 
not mean to confine the fleet's move- 
ments to the-Pacific coast. The presi- 
dent’s plan is to send the warships on 
to Hawaii and then to the Philippines, 
after their visit to California ports. 
When orders are issued for their re- 
turn the route designated will be via 
the ®uez canal. Thus the fleet will cir- 
cumnavigate the globe. 

It is further learned that in the 
meantime the Atlantic coast will not be 
left unprotected, but that, at the in- 
stance of President Roosevelt, the navy 
department has begun to plan the 
mobilization of another fleet to replace 
that under Admiral Evans. 

The flagship of the new fleet will be 
the New Hampshire, a 1!6,000-ton bat- 
tleship, which is to be ready for com- 
mission early in January. AS soon as 
possible she is te be joined by the 
Mississippi and the Idaho, two first- 
class battleships, 13,000 tons each, now 
under construction by the Cramps, and 
nearing completion. 

These three powerful vessels will 
nave as consorts three veterans of 
the Spanish war, the battleships Iowa, 
Indiana and Massachusetts, which are 
now being modernized. This fleet of 
six battleships will have as its auxil- 
iaries the new scout cruisers, which 
are almost ready for service, the Ches- 
ter, Birmingham and Salem. 
Subsequently the new Atlantic fleet 
will be reinforced by the two 16,000- 
ton battleships Michigan and South 
Carolina and the two fast armored 
cruisers of 14,500 tons each, the North 
Carolina and Montana.
